VIRGINIA is taking active steps to- 


••ward getting efficient water works, 
which are to cost $100,000. The sum 
of 828,500 was subscribed at a recent 
meeting held there. 


JEFFERSON 
DAVIS has accepted 


the Presidency of the American De- 
partment of the Mississippi Valley 
Society of London, tendered him by 
the parent organization. 


IT is reported that the Union 


Pacific people, with J. P. Jones, in- 
tend continuing (he Los Angeles and 
Independence Railroad to Ogden. 
The cost is estimated at $15,000,000 
to $20,000,000. 


A NUMBER of the leading German 


merchants of New York have united 
to raise $50,000 to defray expenses of 
the reception of the German Crown 
Prince in that city on his visit to the 
Centennial. 


AN addition of 57,700 people was 


made to the population of California 
by immigration during the first ten 
months of this year. No such influx 
of population has been known in the 
.history of the country before. 


WE learn that it is the intention of 


interested parties to present to the 


• California Legislature at its session 
this Winter a bill for the licensing of 
; gambling. 
The provisions thereof 


will be in the main similar to the 
gambling act in existence in this 
State, where a license of $250 per 
quarter is paid by all banking games. 


THE postmaster-general will no 


•doubt recommend Congress to repeal 
the law of the last session doubling 
the rate of postage on third class 
matter, and it is believed that Con- 
gress will correct this legislation be- 
fore the holidays so that the old rate 
of one cent for two ounces may go 
into effect January 1st. 


THE last United States Census 


-shows that the whole number of per- 
sons—12,500,923—engaged in all oc- 
cupations, 5,922,471, or nearly one- 
half, were employed in agriculture; 
and from this it itt safe to assume 
that about one half of all the people 
<of the United States, of all ages and 
iboth sexes, are supported by the till- 
•ot the soil. 


THE presentment of the Grand 


Jury of Toronto, Canada, refers to 
the fact that crime in its most atro- 
oious aspects ia fast developing itself 
in Canada. The jury recommend 
that those convicted of attacking 
Jadiea and children, such oases being 
numerous, should 
be 
publicly 


flogged, the restriction of licenses 
.and the prohibition of advertisements 
of abortionists and other obscene 
literature. 


IF Beecher's over-zealons partisans 


liad not crowded things in an over- 
bearing and brow-beating way, the 
great scandal would never have come 
before the public. They have been 
foolish enough to stir up another 
hornet's ne,«t by striking Mrs. Moul- 
ton's name from the roll of member 
flhip, and the act is severely con 
•domned by everybody outside of the 
circle of Beeoher-worahippers in New 
York and Brooklyn. It looks like a 
.deliberate and wicked plot to crush 
out the numerous witnesses who 
have incurred the displeasure of a 
powerful and wealthy society, bonne 
to uphold its pastor at all hazard. 


FRYER'S PROCESS. 


Mr. Fryer, tho inventor of a new 


process by which gold and silver 
bearing rock can bo worked to within 
ninety-five per cent, of its assay value 
is out in a card in tho Grass Valley 
Union in which he says that the pro- 
cess has proved itself much better 
than he had claimed it to be.
